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To  long-time  residents  of  Exeter 
and  the  more  inquisitive  newcomers, 
the  picture  on  the  front  cover  is 
readily  indentified  as  the  Exeter 
Manufacturing  Company.  This  mill, 
the  oldest  United  States  textile  in- 
dustry in  continuous  operation,  was 
established  in  1827.  Its  manager 
since  1921  and  principal  owner 
since  the  thirties,  Hervey  Kent,  has 
guided  the  firm  successfully  through 
several  transition  periods,  wars  and 
depressions.  The  mill  has  been  one 
of  the  town's  most  dependable 
sources  of  employment  and  largest 
producers  of  taxable  income  for 
many  years,  it  was  his  prime  wish  before  he  relinquished  his  ac- 
tivities in  the  textile  manufacturing  field  to  find  a  leading  firm  in 
this  area  to  take  over  his  life's  work  to  further  develop  and  expand 
the  plant's  activities  for  the  benefit  of  the  community  and  the 
employees. 

Ownership  of  the  concern  changed  hands  on  February  21.  The 
Kent  interests  were  purchased  by  Deering-Milliken,  Inc.,  one  of  the 
nation's  strongest  textile  firms  having  two  plants  in  New  England 
in  addition  to  45  others  throughout  the  country. 

Exeter  has  much  for  which  to  be  thankful  during  the  Kent 
regime.  The  town  has  reason  to  expect  that  the  new  owners  will 
continue  and  even  expand  the  enterprise  "across  the  river." 

The  town  extends  a  warm  welcome  to  the  Exeter  Division  of 
Milliken  Industrials,  Inc.,  and  its  resident  manager,  Horace  L.  Pratt.

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Selectmen's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Exeter: 

In  last  year's  report  to  the  people,  the  Selectmen 
voiced  their  pleasure  at  having  ended  the  fiscal  year 
with  a  budget  surplus.  It  is  even  more  pleasing  to  re- 
port this  year's  surplus  which  exceeded  that  of  last  year. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Exeter  for  their 
wonderful  cooperation  in  regards  to  the  many  prob- 
lems which  confronted  us  at  this  time  last  year. 

Sometime  this  spring,  we  will  be  moving  into  our 
new  quarters  which  are  badly  needed.  The  re-evalua- 
tion problem  is  nearing  completion.  The  sewerage 
problem  has  been  eliminated  to  a  large  extent.  Some 
of  the  pumping  stations  are  already  operating  and  in  a 
short  time,  the  complete  system  will  be  in  operation. 

We  are  in  high  hopes  of  getting  a  Federal  grant  to 
assist  us  in  nearly  completely  sewering  the  entire  town. 
Application  has  already  been  made  in  this  respect.  Un- 
der the  law  passed  in  1965  by  the  Congress,  Exeter 
should  be  entitled  to  a  50%  grant. 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  developing  done 
throughout  the  town  in  the  last  year  and  many  new 
streets  have  been  accepted  which  accounts  for  a  much 
heavier  workload  in  every  department.  This  challenge 
has  been  met  squarely  and  honestly.  Every  effort  has 
been  made  to  give  the  best  possible  service  and  still  hold 
the  line  on  the  budget  spending. 

It  was  very  gratifying  to  receive  such  a  vote  of  con- 
fidence at  the  special  town  meeting  in  regards  to  what 
type  of  government  the  citizens  wanted.  It  is  good  to 
know  that  the  people  are  behind  us  in  our  endeavors. 

Many  new  requests  will  be  made  of  you  throughout 
the  coming  year  but  no  request  will  be  made  unless  we 
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think  it  absolutely  necessary.   Remember,  it  is  our  tax 
dollar  at  work,  too. 

It  is  only  fitting  to  once  again  give  a  tremendous 
thank  you  to  our  Town  Manager,  Ted  Nowak. 

He  has  shown  his  capabilities  by  the  fruit  of  his 
eiforts.  He  has  shown  his  public  spirit  and  respect  for 
our  town  by  staying  with  us. 

We  sincerely  hope  and  pray  that  the  year  1966  will 
once  again  be  a  fruitful  year  and  also  that  Exeter  will 
remain  as  the  very  finest  town  in  the  State  to  live  in.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Exeter: 

The  year  1965  was  a  very  successful  year,  financi- 
ally and  otherwise.  Much  of  the  credit  for  the  success 
can  be  attributed  to  the  Selectmen,  who  have  worked 
many  long  hours  with  me. 

We  ended  the  year  financially  in  the  black.  Our  un- 
expended balance  in  appropriations  was  $55,286.35.  The 
actual  revenues  exceeded  the  estimated  revenues  by 
S24,125.74.  The  budget  surplus  for  the  year  was 
$79,412.09.  I  would  like  to  commend  all  of  the  depart- 
ment heads  who  have  cooperated  and  maintained  close 
financial  checks  on  their  budget  appropriations. 

The  revaluation  of  properties  progressed  very  satis- 
factorily, and  will  be  completed  in  time  to  use  the  new 
appraisals  for  the  1966  taxes. 

The  sewer  construction  is  approximately  95%  com- 
plete. Two  of  the  pumping  stations  have  been  in  oper- 
ation since  October.  The  entire  new  system  will  be  in 
operation  by  late  spring.  The  town  has  applied  for 
federal  grants  to  plan,  design,  and  construct  laterals  to 
sewer  the  entire  compact  area  of  the  town. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  the  town 
for  their  advice  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year. 
Also,  I  commend  all  department  heads  and  their  per- 
sonnel for  their  cooperation  and  loyalty.

Financial  Statements 

Exhibit  A-1  contains  the  Comparative  Balance 
Sheets,  as  of  December  31,  1964,  and  December  31,  1965. 
The  Assets  and  Liabilities  are  shown,  with  the  Liabili- 
ties exceeding  the  Assets,  showing  a  Net  Debt  of 
$1,190,962.00. 

The  Current  Asset  ratio  exceeds  the  Current  Liabil- 
ities by  $92,038.00;  1964  ratio  was  $79,625.91  or  an 
increase  of  $12,412.09. 

Exhibit  A-2  shows  Analysis  of  Change  in  Debt.  Ex- 
hibit A-3  shows  Appropriations  as  raised  by  the  vote 
of  the  Town,  receipts  and  reimbursements  of  Appropri- 
ations, expenditures  and  balances  as  under-expended 
and  over-expended.  The  final  unexpended  balance  of 
appropriations  was  $64,316.21,  compared  to  1964  un-

Department  statistics  for  1965  show  a  considerable 
increase  in  crimes,  complaints,  and  arrests  as  compared 
to  the  records  of  1964.  The  greatest  increases  were  in 
the  categories  of  malicious  property  damage  and  lar- 
cenies. However,  many  of  the  vandalism  complaints 
were  cleared  by  arrest  and  conviction  or  by  restitution 
made  by  the  offender  to  the  property  owner. 

The  total  number  of  motor  vehicles  involved  in  ac- 
cidents indicates  a  small  increase  over  last  year's  sta- 
tistics. In  proportion  to  the  increase  in  traffic  there 
were  less  accidents  involving  injuries  than  in  other 
previous  years. 

Patrol  mileage  was  increased  by  approximately 
24,000  miles  more  than  1964  in  an  ever  increasing  ef- 
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fort  to  provide  additional  patrol  coverage  of  the  ex- 
panding tov^n  areas. 

Statistics  alone  do  not  give  any  indication  of  the 
increasing  functional  workload  of  this  police  depart- 
ment. As  the  town  has  grown,  the  demands  made  on 
this  department  to  provide  adequate  law  enforcement 
and  traffic  control  have  increased  proportionately.  In 
order  to  maintain  an  efficient  department  it  is  neces- 
sary that  we  have  available  the  necessary  manpower 
and  funds  to  properly  staff  and  equip  a  modern  agency. 
We  are  eagerly  anticipating  moving  into  larger  head- 
quarters. I  am  sincerely  hoping  that  the  needs  of  the 
public  for  police  protection  and  enforcement  will  be 
more  readily  met  when  space,  equipment,  and  man- 
power are  better  provided. 

For  the  cooperation  of  the  public  during  1965  and 
for  the  assistance  of  many  persons  and  agencies,  I  am 
most  grateful.

At  no  time  was  either  well 
pumped  to  capacity  although  the  gallons  pumped  and 
increased  water  supply  are  getting  to  be  quite  a  serious 
problem  throughout  the  Northeast.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Highway  Department 
For  the  Year  1965 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Toivn 
Manager: 

The  following  is  my  report  covering  most  of  the 
activities  of  the  department  during  1965. 

During  the  year  1965  there  was  a  total  of  sixteen 
snow  storms  with  a  total  accumulation  of  approximately 
60  inches.  Five  storms  occurred  in  January,  four  in 
February,  three  in  March  and  four  in  December.  The 
first  storm  of  the  year  was  on  January  2nd,  and  the  last 
December  26th.  The  winter  maintenance  for  the  year 
used  approximately  400  tons  of  salt  and  700  cubic  yards 
of  sand.  Our  winter  maintenance  operations  for  the 
year  were  very  good  with  only  minor  breakdowns  to 
our  equipment. 

Our  summer  maintenance  operation  consisted  of 
constructing  new  sidewalks,  patching  streets  of  which 
nearly  400  tons  of  patch  was  used.  All  of  the  patch 
is  made  by  the  department  with  its  own  equipment. 
Also  many  trouble  spots  in  our  old  sewer  system  have 
been  corrected  by  the  installation  of  manholes  and  catch 
basins  in  these  spots. 

The  rubbish  collection  has  increased  due  to  the 
number  of  new  homes  and  newly  accepted  streets.  Our 
new  diesel  powered  rubbish  truck  is  proving  to  be  very 
efficient,  and  is  large  enough  for  future  expansion  of 
the  town.  There  were  approximately  105  additional 
pick-ups  of  rubbish  this  year. 

The  surface  treating  of  streets  with  asphalt  and 
sand  was  carried  out  by  contract.  The  method  of  car- 
ing for  streets  under  a  private  contract  has  proven 
most  efficient.     We   covered   approximately   three   and

one-half  more  square  area  under  private  contract  than 
we  do  with  the  department  employees  for  the  same 
i^mount  of  money  spent.  This  does  not  reflect  upon  the 
department  employees,  but  rather  shows  that  a  private 
contractor  has  the  equipment  and  trained  personnel  for 
such  an  operation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Most  of  us  who  live  in  New  Hampshire  and  the 
thousands  of  vacationists  who  visit  us  every  year  love 
the  State  for  the  variegated  woodlands  that  encircle  our 
clean  lakes  and  clothe  the  hills  and  mountains.  Most 
of  us  appreciate  these  values,  but  still  there  were  enough 
careless  people  among  us  to  cause  over  880  grass  and 
woodland  fires  to  start  in  1965.  True  this  was  a  much 
dryer  than  normal  year  but  this  should  have  meant  the 
use  of  extra  care.  Fortunately,  the  fire  fighting  forces 
have  held  the  line  against  such  careless  acts.  It  is  up 
to  each  one  of  us  to  be  ever  mindful  that  a  spark  or 
flame  is  a  potential  fire. 

WE  MUST  ALL  BE  CAREFUL: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  in  lighting  matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from  a  car  or 
while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  despose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town  dump. 
If  you  must  burn  rubbish  or  brush: 

a.  Always  get  a  permit  to  burn  from  the  warden. 

b.  Start  your  fire  late  in  the  day  after  5  p.m. 

c.  If  burning  a  field  or  brush  have  equipment  and  ade- 
quate help  on  hand.  The  heat  from  your  fire  creates 
its  own  draft  to  spread  fire. 

Our  carelessness  with  fire  is  costing  our  State  and 
Towns  thousands  of  wasted  dollars  in  suppression  and 
hundreds  of  acres  of  destroyed  woodlands.  Yours  never 
to  enjoy.

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Exeter  Recreation  Commission 


The  first  year  of  this  commission  consisted  of  the 
same  type  service  to  the  children,  youth,  adults  of  the 
town  as  the  six  years  of  the  Community  Center  commis- 
sion which  preceded  the  new  commission.  The  summer 
playgrounds  were  increased  by  a  new  supervised  pro- 
gram at  Park  Street  Common  which  supplemented 
those  at  Court  Street  and  Lincoln  Street. 

The  winter  Saturday  morning  program  for  ele- 
mentary school  children  is  carried  on  by  two  married 
University  of  New  Hampshire  recreation  students  with 
high  school  assistants.  Post  high  school  basketball  for 
men  was  continued  once  a  week  in  the  junior  high  gym, 
supported  by  the  commission  with  a  small  fee  charged 
the  participants. 

This  year  the  Recreation  Commission  took  over  the 
entire  control  of  the  Youth  Ice  Hockey  Program.  The 
two  age  groups  meet  on  the  PEA  rink  twice  a  week, 
play  outside  games  with  Manchester,  Concord  similar 
programs,  ages  nine  to  fourteen. 

Income,  to  supplement  the  town  appropriation  of 
one  thousand  dollars,  is  received  from  rental  to  Amer- 
ican Red  Cross,  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Calvary 
Baptist  Church  and  organizations  meeting  from  time 
to  time.  Usage  is  given  to  community  groups,  YMCA, 
Girl  Scouts,  Cub  Scouts,  JAYCEES,  Exeter  Conserva- 
tion Commission,  Exeter  Players  and  others.  The  Jun- 
ior Women's  Club  continues  its  strong  support  of  com- 
mission programs. 

The  student  councils  of  Exeter  High  School  and 
Phillips  Exeter  Academy  have  worked  together  on  the 
physical  appearance  of  the  Community  Center  and  Gil- 
man  Park  project. 
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Plans  are  made  for  all  programs  to  be  continued 
but  the  expansion  is  dependent  upon  more  financial  sup- 
port and  the  engagement  of  professional  recreation 
leadership  to  oversee  programs  and  to  supervise  new 
activities.

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Report  of  Conservation  Commission 


The  Conservation  Commission's  responsibilities  are 
as  follows :  to  survey  open  spaces,  scenic  and  attractive 
areas  in  the  town  for  conservation  purposes  and  keep 
an  index  of  the  same;  to  take  an  inventory  of  the 
marshes,  brooks  and  rivers  and  keep  a  map  and  index 
of  them;  and  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  unoiRcial 
bodies  organized  for  conservation  purposes.  It  can  re- 
ceive gifts  of  money  and  property  in  the  name  of  Exe- 
ter with  such  gifts  to  be  managed  by  the  Commission. 
It  may  secure  appropriations  for  a  conservation  fund 
that  may  accumulate  from  year  to  year  or  be  used  for 
the  purchase  of  conservation  areas. 

To  fulfill  these  responsibilities  the  members  of  the 
Commission  have  met  monthly  since  their  appointment 
except  for  the  summer  months.  We  have  made  a  list 
of  all  brooks  and  streams  flowing  through  the  Town- 
ship of  Exeter.  We  have  also  visited  many  areas  that 
are  of  special  interest  and  possibly  should  be  considered 
for  conservation  purposes.   Among  them  are: 

(1)  Fort  Rock  on  the  edge  of  the  "Oaklands."  This 
is  an  interesting  formation  of  glacial  boulders  that 
through  weathering  and  splitting  have  formed  a  semi- 
circle somewhat  in  the  shape  of  a  fort. 

(2)  The  Exeter  marshes  between  the  Exeter  by- 
pass and  the  holding  pond  and  filled  land  area  opposite 
Swasey  Parkway.  Part  of  this  is  bordered  by  the  Exe- 
ter golf  course. 

(3)  The  Oilman  Park  and  the  Exeter  River  from 
Oilman  Park  to  the  Green  Gate.  This  long  stretch  of 
river  has  many  interesting  twists  and  turns  and  in 
some  areas  old  river  beds  that  are  now  bays.  It  includes 
large  swamps  in  two  areas. 
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(4)  The  Water  Works  pond  and  adjacent  land.  The 
side  opposite  the  Sportsman's  Club  does  not  have  good 
access  and  yet  there  was  a  trail  partway  along  the 
shore.  The  upper  end  of  the  pond  is  out  of  sight  of  any 
buildings  and  roads  and  is  a  very  attractive  area. 

The  Commission  has  also  had  as  guests  at  several 
meetings  people  whose  special  knowledge  could  be  of 
help  to  them.  Herman  Smith  discussed  the  history  of 
Exeter  Water  Works  and  our  present  water  supply. 
Herman  Parker,  Conservationist  for  Rockingham 
County,  discussed  soils  and  their  importance  in  locat- 
ing housing,  leaching  fields  and  rural  water  supplies. 
Dana  Drown  reviewed  plans  for  a  planning  board  and 
zoning  ordinance. 

This  year,  in  addition  to  continuing  an  inventory 
of  possible  areas  to  be  conserved,  the  Commission  plans 
to  send  a  brief  questionnaire  to  the  citizens  of  Exeter 
asking  their  opinion  as  to  what  they  think  should  be 
done  to  keep  Exeter  an  attractive  town  and  what  areas 
they  feel  should  be  considered  for  conservation  pur- 
poses. We  hope  that  the  people  of  Exeter  will  recom- 
mend activities  that  should  be  undertaken  to  preserve 
attractive,  scenic  and  natural  areas.

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ZONING  ORDINANCE 

FOR  THE  TOWN  OF  EXETER 

As  Proposed  by  the  Exeter  Planning  Board  of  1966 

ARTICLE  1     Purpose: 

The  zoning  and  district  regulations  as  herein  set  forth  have 
been  made  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  health,  safety, 
morals,  and  the  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
of  Exeter. 

ARTICLE  2     General  Provisions: 

To  apply  in  all  districts. 

Section  1  Non-conforming  use:  Any  lan'd  use  existing  at 
the  time  this  ordinance  is  adopted,  but  not  conforming 
with  the  provisions  thereof,  may  be  continued. 
Section  2  Nuisance  provision:  Any  use  of  property  that 
unreasonably  detracts  from  the  comfort,  peace,  enjoy- 
ment, health,  or  safety  of  the  community  so  as  to  consti- 
tute a  public  nuisance  is  prohibited. 

Section  3  Fire  and  Other  Ruins:  Owners  of  land  in  any 
district  shall  not  allow  fire  ruins  or  other  ruins  to  re- 
main upon  their  property.  Within  one  year,  ne  shall 
remove  or  fill  the  ruins  to  ground  level,  or  repair,  re- 
build or  replace  the  structure. 

ARTICLE  3     District  Regulations: 

All  buildings  and  land  shall  be  used,  constructed,  and/or  al- 
tered only  in  conformity  with  the  regulations  specified  for  the 
district  in  which  it  is  located. 

Section  1  Residential  District: 

A.  Permitted    uses:    The   following   buildings,    not   in 
excess  of  three  stories  in  height: 

(1)  Four  or  less,  family  dwelling  units 

(2)  Churches  and  other  similar  places  of  worship 

(3)  Parks  and  playgrounds 

(4)  Schools    and    other   institutional    structures 

B.  Accessory  uses: 

(1)  Accessory  buildings  are  permitted  provided 
that  they  conform  with  yard  regulations. 
(An  accessory  building  is  a  detached  build- 
ing of  not  over  seventeen  feet  in  height  located 
on  the  same  lot,  the  use  of  which  is  incidental 
to   that  of  the  main  building.) 
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(2)  Recognized  Home  Occupations  are  permitted. 
(Any  use  condiicted  entirely  within  a  dwelling 
or  an  accessory  building  which  does  not  per- 
tain to  the  use  of  the  structure  for  dwelling 
purposes,  and  does  not  change  its  character. 
There  will  be  no  outside  display  or  storage. 
Such  Home  Occupations  will  not  employ  on 
the  premises  m,ore  than  two  persons  other 
than  members  of  the  family,  nor  occupy  a 
floor  area  greater  than  25%  of  the  floor  area 
of  the  dwelling  unit.) 

C.  Area  Requirements: 

(1)  In  areas  serviced  by  a  town  sewerage  system: 

a.  The  minimum  lot  area  shall  be  9,000  square 
feet,  with  an  added  lot  area  of  3,000  sq.  ft. 
for  each  additional  dwelling  unit. 

b.  Every  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage 
upon  a  ipublic  or  private  way  of  100  feet, 
vdth  an  added  10  feet  for  each  additional 
dwelling  unit. 

(2)  In  areas  not  serviced  by  a  town  sewerage 
system : 

a.  The  minimum  lot  area  shall  be  as  deter- 
mined from  percolation  tests  as  prescribed 
by  the  New  Hampshire  Sanitary  Regula- 
tions, or  15,000  sq.  ft.,  with  an  additional 
5,000  sq.  ft.  for  each  additional  dwelling 
unit,  whichever  is  greater. 

b.  Every  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage 
upon  a  public  or  private  way  of  150  feet, 
with  an  additional  10  feet  for  each  addi- 
tional  dwelling  unit. 

(3)  All  dwellings  shall  provide  at  least  600  square 
feet  of  total  floor  area  per  family,  not  includ- 
ing screened  porches,  breezeways,  garages, 
and   unfinished   basements. 

D.  Yard   Requirements: 

(1)  Each  building  shall  have  a  set  back  of  not  less 
than  the  adjacent  buildings,  or  25  feet. 

(2)  Each  side  shall  be  a  minimum  of  10  feet  be- 
tween the  building  and  the  nearest  property 
line.

(3)  Each  rear  yard  shall  be  a  minimum  of  15  feet 
between  the  building  and  the  rear  property 
line. 

E.  Exception:  Wherever  a  lot  of  land  has  been  regis- 
tered, prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance, 
which  is  smaller  than  the  minimum  requirements, 
the  physical  dimensions  of  this  ordinance  will  be 
waived  for  the  building  of  a  single  family  dwelling. 

Section  2  Rural-Residential   District: 

A.  Permitted   uses: 

(1)  All  uses  permitted  in  the  Residential  District. 

(2)  Farm,  poultry  farm,  garden  or  nursery  selling 
only  produce  or  plants  the  major  portion  of 
which  are  raised  within  the  town. 

(3)  Earth  removal  is  permitted  provided  that  the 
area  shall  be  regraded  or  otherwise  covered 
within  a  reasonable  length  of  time  to  assure 
that  the  premises  are  left  in  safe  and  sightly 
condition  and  protected  against  erosion. 

B.  Area  Requirements:  Minimum  of  one  acre  lots, 
with  200  foot  frontage  along  a  public  or  private 
way. 

C.  Yard  Requirements:    Same  as  Residential  District 

Section  3  Commercial  Districts: 

A.  Permitted   uses: 

(1)  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Residential  or  Rural- 
Residential  Districts. 

(2)  Retail  establishments 

(3)  Parking   areas 

(4)  Professional  offices 

B.  Yard  Requirements:  No  structure  shall  be  erected 
or  extended  within  10  feet  of  any  lot  line. 

Section  4  Industrial      District:      Only      manufacturing, 
warehousing,  and  wholesale  uses  will  be  permitted. 

Section  5  General  District:   Permitted  uses 

A.  Mobile  homes  and   Trailers 

B.  Other 

ARTICLE  4     When  Effective: 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

ARTICLE  5     Administration: 

Upon  any  well-founded  information  that  this  ordinance  is 
being  violated,  the  Selectmen  shall,  on  their  own  initiative,  take 
immediate   steps   to   enforce   the   provisions    of   this    ordinance. 

Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  may 
be  punished,  upon  conviction,  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars 
for  each  day  of  the  violation's  existance, 

ARTICLE  6     Saving  Clause: 

The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provision. 

ARTICLE  7     Board  of  Adjustment: 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  and 
thereafter  as  terms  expire  or  vacancies  occur,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  make  appointments  to  a  Board  of  Adjustment 
of  five  members  conforming  in  duties  to  the  provisions  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated. 

The  Selectmen  shall  be  responsible  for  maintaining  full 
(membership  on  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

ARTICLE  8     Amendment: 

This  ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  any 
legal  Town  Meeting  in  accordance  with  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated.
